Augusta, Ga., October 11.—The Au- 
gusta Federation of Trades, at a meet-

The charge made by @Mr. Woodward and his Campaign committee that one-half of the Bond money, that is to say, 
$1,500,000, has been wasted, is so serious, especially coming from a man, and his committee, who has received the in- 
dorsement of more than four thousand two hundred of the voters of the City for Mayor, that it seems to us to merit a 
careful and detailed reply. This we hope to do in the following article: 

This article is addressed to the unprejudiced and fair-minded Public of this City. If there are those who are so 
biased that they are not willing to receive the truth, then this article is not addressed to them. 

We will take up the Waterworks as being the first in order. The first purchase of water pipe was made under 
the administration of Ex-Mayor Maddox, and amounts to fourteen thousand tons of pipe. This pipe was of various 
sizes, and the price paid was $20.56 per ton. Some was purchased afterward below $18 per ton. When we contrast this 
price with that paid by the Druid Hills Land Company, only a short time before, and remember that that Company paid 
$22.50 per ton, it will readily appear that there was no waste in our purchase of pipe. Mr. A. G. Candler is the princi- 
pal owner of the Druid Hills Land Company, and in addition to being one of the ablest and most careful business men 
of the South, he is not giving any money to pipe manufacturers if he knows it. 

The City had been for some twenty-odd years buying filters from the Continental Jewell Filtration Company, aft- 
er a standard set of plans and specifications paying different prices, running as high as $4,666 per five hundred thousand 
gallons unit, which was the price paid for the last filters purchased prior to the Bond Issue. The Bond Commission and 
Water Board bought, under competition, from the same Company which had furnished the others, and to be built ac- 
cording to the’same plans and specifications, twenty units of five hundred thousand gallons each, at $1,512 per unit, a 
saving of $3,154 per unit, or a total saving compared with former purchases of $63,080 on this purchase, which is some 
Saving instead of a waste. $50,000 was provided in the Bond Ordinance for the installation of the new filters, with the 
expectation of adding twelve to sixteen additional units. We added twenty units and had over $5,000 left, and so: we 
might go on through the whole list, but we content ourselves with saying that purchases were made and contracts let 


in this Department to the lowest bidder in every instance. 


SEWERS. 


The contracts for building Sewers, except where built by the County, have been let to the lowest bidder in each 
instance, after keen competition from the Contractors all over the Country. This is all that could be done by anybody. 
On these contracts there have been large savings from the estimates made by our Engineers. For instance, we cite 
$20,000 saved on the Loyd Street Relief Sewer, and enough saved on Proctor Creek Sewer to pay the cost of making 
that sewer a main trunk, full size, from its present terminus above Ashby Street to the A., B. & A. Railroad. The 
County is doing its part of the work for nothing, the City furnishing the material. 

In this connection, the Bond Commission and Sewer Committee bought from the R. O. Campbell Coal Company 
200,000 barrels of cement at 98c per barrel, this cement to be used by the County in the construction of the Proctor Creek 
Sewer and other trunk sewers. At the time this contract for cement was made the City was paying for cement on 
its regular sewer work, not done with Bond money, $1.15 per barrel. All this cement has not yet been delivered and the 
price is now and has been for some time $1.40 per barrel. Not much waste in this, was there? 


SEWAGE DISPOSAL PLANTS. 


The Sewage Disposal Plants are built, and being built under the Imkoff patents. Mr. Imhoff is a celebrated Ger- 
man Sanitary Engineer. His plans were adopted on the recommendation of Mr. Rudolph Herring, of New York, him- 
self a celebrated Engineer in this and other lines. It may be said further that Mr. Imhoff is the most famous sanitary 
Engineer in the world, and his patent and plans, which we have adopted, are being used with the greatest success in 
Europe. He gave his plans to the City of Atlanta without charge of royalty, and these are his latest designs for Sewage 
Disposal work. The building of these works was left to the lowest bidder under the keenest competition open to all 
the world. What more could have been done? As to their efficiency only one plant is completed, Proctor Creek, and it is 


doing all that is claimed for it. What more could you ask? 


i | SCHOOLS. 


Architects for the schools were selected under competition, and with the advice of Mr. Morgan, of Morgan & Dillon, 
who was not a Competitor, and who is one’of the leading Architects of this City, as the many buildings supervised by 
him will testify—the Third National Bank being his latest creation. The Architects selected drew the plans for the 
various buildings, which, by the way, are equal to any in the Country, and the contracts were let to the lowest bidder 
in each instance, except where even the lowest bid was cut in order to get within the amount appropriated, which was 
done in many cases. The City’s money was spent for lots and buildings and not for grading and beautifying lots or build- 
ing retaining walls or buying furniture. If the lots are unsightly, it is not the fault of the Bond Commission or the 
School Board: if the Auditoriums are not furnished, it is not the fault of either of these Bodies. There was no Bond 


money provided for beautifying the lots or furnishing the buildings. 
There were some slight defects in. some parts of the buildings. These have been remedied by the Contractors, 


where they were to blame, and without cost to the City, except in the case of Walker Street; here the penalty imposed on 
the Contractor was sufficient to cover these defects, and besides we expect to recover from the Bond Company the cost 


of these defects. tis 
Now, as to whether the buildings are worth the money. Every Contractor and Architect knows that buildings 


are estimated as to their cost and value by the cost per cubic foot of contents and in no other way. Estimated on this 
basis, Walker Street School cost 7.3c per foot, Lee Street 7.5c per cubic foot, and the others a little more, ranging up to 


9.5c per cubic foot. eee 
School buildings of the same design and plan have recently been built in Cleveland, Chicago, Boston, Seattle, St. 


Louis and other Cities, the cost ranging from 15c to 22c per cubic foot; that is, they range in cost from $100,000 for 
an eight-grade school to $150,000 for a school the size of Walker and Lee Street Schools; whereas, ours cost from $40,000 
for an eight-grade to $50,000 for a twelve-grade, like Walker and Lee. Was there any waste here? The Bond Compa- 
nies who signed the Bonds of these Contractors, stated that they would not make 5 per cent on their contracts and 
that the City of Atlanta was getting this class of work cheaper than any City in the Country. A part of the difference in 
the cost of these buildings and buildings in other Cities may be accounted for by differences in wages, or in the fact 


that some of these buildings are fire-proof, while ours are not. 


GRADY HOSPITAL. 


The Grady Hospital Annex was designed by the same men who designed Ashby Street School, Hill Street School, 
Georgia Avenue School and Yonge Street Negro School, and built by the same Contractors who built Lee Street and 
English Avenue Schools. It is about the size of an eight-room School, but it is fire-proof, is as fine as a fiddle on the in- 
side, and cost a little over $100,000. We had the money to build it that way. We had only enough money to build the 


kind of schools which we have. That is all there is to it. 


CREMATORY. 


We bought a large tract of land adjacent to Intrenchment Creek Disposal Plant, near Constitution, Georgia, for 
a Crematory Site, two hundred and forty-seven acres, paying $15,000 therefor. It has not been used. The City can sell 
it any day for the money. One member of the Bond Commission is willing, if the City will let him, to pay the City its 


money with legal interest and take the land. Is there any waste here? | 


DEPOSITS OF BOND MONEY. 


Although it would have been perfectly legal to have done so, not one penny of the Bond Money was deposited in 


the American National Bank, while Mr. Maddox was Mayor. | 
There may have been some waste. It would be remarkable if there was none, for waste will happen in the best 


regulated business, but any waste of Bond money has been more than counterbalanced by the careful manner in which all 
of the contracts have been let and by savings on such contracts and in other ways. 

In conclusion, the Bond Ordinance specified just how the Bond money in each Department should be expended. This 
Ordinance has been followed in every particular, and there has been no diversion of the money from one Department 
to another or from one piece of work to another. This statement can be verified by the Comptroller’s books and the 
Bond Ordinance. These will show the amount of the appropriation for each piece of work and the money expended there- 
on. This work has been done, and is being done as fast as men and money can do it economically, and the money is 
not being wasted, and has not been wasted. We appeal to the judgment of all fair-minded citizens and especially experts 
in the lines mentioned in support of this statement. The expenditure of this money is being caretully supervised and hon- 
estly managed. There has been no graft in connection with it, and will be none. "

Express Messenger Who Bat- 
tled With Robbers Will 
Recover From Wounds. 


Fort Smith, Ark., October 11.—Up 
to a late hour tonight no trace had 
been found of the four men who at- 
tempted to rob the morthbound Kansas 
City Southern train No. 2 near Mena, 
Ark., early today, the third occur- 
rence of its kind within a week dlong 
the Oklahoma-Arkansas border.

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KNOX AND FISHER |TEDDY EXPLAINS 


BACK HOME AGAIN 


Secretary of Interior Reports 
on Investigation Conduct- 
ed in Honolulu. 


Seattle. Wash., October  11.—The 
crulser Maryland bringing Secretary 
of State Knox from Japan and Secre- 
tary of the Interior Fisher from Hono- 
lulu arrived today. Secretary Fisher, 
before leaving for San Francisco, said: 

“I was sent to the islands by Presi- 
dent Taft to investigate charges filed 
against Governor Walter F. Frear by 
Delegate to Congress Kalanianaole, 
who sought to prevent the reappoint- 
ment of the governor and who alleged 
misconduct in the administration of 
the government. The investigation 
took on a broader scope than had 
been contemplated and covered social, 
political and economic conditions in 
the islands, and the result was that 
the charges against the governor were 
lost sight of and at the close of the 
hearing counsel for Kananianaole pub- 
licly stated that as some of the 
charges had been unproved and others 
found to be based on erroneous in- 
formation, he wished to withdraw 
them. 

“One reform we all agreed on—that 
the public city corporations ought to 
be placed under the supervision of a 
public utilities commission. The in- 
terstate commerce commission has 
jurisdiction over the islands, _but it Is 
too far away. It was the unanimity of 
opinion in the islands that the in- 
vestigation was the most helpless that 
has ever taken place there.” 

Secretary Knox made the following 
statement to the press: 

“As publicly announced before I 
left Washington, and repeated on my 
arrival in Japan, the purpose of my 
recent mission was on behalf of the 
president and the people of the United 
States to pay a tribute of respect to 
the memory of the late emperor and 
express the appreciation of the people 
of Ameriea for the wonderful achieve- 
ments under his reign and to express 
the sympathy of America in the new 
Japan. 

“In fulfilling that mission I was re- 
ceived on all sides, by the court, the 
officials and the people of Japan in 
the spirit in which I .came. I have 
the pleasantest recollections of the 
kindly reception that was every where 
accorded me in Japan, both personally 
and aS a representative of the Ameri- 
can people at a time of profound na- 
tional mourning.”

Says Time Was Not Ripe for 
Change in His Admin- 
istration. 

Oshkosh, Wis., October 11.—A de- 
fense of his record on the tariff ques- 
tion and an attack of Governor Wil- 
son's position were made in a speech 
here tonight by Colonel Roosevelt. 
Governor Wilson, he said, had been 
the haope of the progressives, but had 
ohanged his attitude and “at present 
his sole chance lies in the support of 

the reactionaries.” 

He spoke in a warehouse, as avail- 
able halls were small. Here, in Sena- 
tor La Follette’s own state, he colonel 
discussed for the first time of his cam- 
paign the senator's opposition to him. 

Colonel Roosevelt said the progres- 
sive party's campaign fund this year 
would be less than half the fund of 
either the democratic or republican 
party. The progressives, he said, 
were planning on a basis that would 
involve the expenditure of about $350,- 
000. 

Colonel Roosevelt, arguing questions 
of some of his opponents as to why 
he did not take up the tariff question 
when he was president, said: 

“When I became president business 
had just passed through two terrible 
earthquakes, there having been two 
complete and sweeping changes of the 
tariff in the preceding eight vears. It 
would have been mere folly immedi- 
ately to have prepared for another 
change. The time for such another 
change did not ripen until the very 
end of my administration. 

“During the time that I was presi-

dent there was ho complaint that I 
was not doing enough. The complaint 
of all my enemies was that I was do- 
ing too much. The chief demand that 
the tariff should be taken up came 
from the great railway and trust mag- 
nates who have always been anxious 
to use the tariff as a red herring to 
be dragged across the trail whenever 
action which they dislike is threaten- 
ed—and Mr. Wilson is obligingly try- 
ing to play their game at this mo- 
ment.”

CAT’S-EYE RING 
TO TRAP BANDITS 


Gift to Girl May Cause Ar- 
rest of Men Who Looted 
Bank of $272,000. 


Chicago, October 11-—A_  cat'’s-eye 
ring, the setting composed of jewels 
of great value, which was worn by 
the sweetheart of “Big Charlie” Fitz- 
gerald, said to be the head of the 
gang of safe blowers who looted the 
bank of Montreal, new Westminster, 
B. C., of $272,000, ig expected by the 
police to lead to the arrest of members 
of the gang who openly attempted to 
change the bills in this city. 

By means of the ring, which was 
found at a pawnbroker’s shop, detect- 
ives have traced the movements of 
Fitzgeralqg and the woman after the 
fight in a Chicago saloon, when “Big 
Charlie’ and his friends beat into 
insensibility Police Lieutenant Burns, 
who was attempting to arrest them. 

The ring was pawned, according to 
detectives, to get money for Fitzgerald 
to make his escape. After the attack 
on the officer, it later was redeemed. 

September 11, not many hours after- 
Burns had been beaten by.,.Fitzgerald 
and “Doc” Danzell, now in custody, 
Fitzgerald’s sweetheart, known as 
“Billle’” or “Blondie,” ran into the 
pawnshop holding out the ring, acocord- 
ing to information the police say they 
have. 

“Give me what you can on this,” 
she is said to have cried. “I’'va got 
to get out of the city right away.” 

The pawnbroker shoved her $170 and 
she rushed out. The police are con- 
vinced she carried the money to “Big 
Charlie” to make his escape. 

Several days later she came back 
to the shop, her silver handbag bulg- 
ing with bills of large denomination, 
and redeemed the ring. The police 
say she has left Chicago, Lut they 
know where she is and expect to ar- 
rest her in a few days..
